a RESIDENCE of eight weeks in Washingtoa'woald hardly 
give me a right to go into details about the diftrict gov¬ 
ernment and district affairs, if 't were not for the 
fact that I have been appointed a member of the district com- 
I mittee. Moreover, I have made it my buainesa. by reading some 
of the reports and by going pe^nally ever the territory and 
looking up streets, alleys, pavements, schools and other public 
institutions, to learn as much as possible about the general 
conditions of the District of Columbia. I have also had many 
conversations with residents of the district, who did not know 
that I was a congressman, and therefore were rather frank in 
their criticism of conditions. Other residents—mainly members 
of advancement associations—have made it a point to look me 
up in my office and help me with their suggestions and advice. 

Now, the following are the ccciclustons which 1 have 
reached at this time: 

The form of government of the District of Columbia is, 
absolutely un-democratic and un-American. The district is, 
ruled by three commissioners, who are appointed by the presi-! 
dent, but the residenu of the district have no voice in the se> 
lection of these three commissioners. 

There exists a curious partnership between the government 1 
and the District of Columbia.

The result is that in no other city in the country—maybe 
I in no other city in the world—4s real estate specxilation so ram- 
! ps'.it as it is in Washington. Five and six miles from the White 
' House, residence property is sold in Washington not by the 
front foot as in other cities, but by the square foot—as prop, 
erty is sold only in the business districts of New York and Chi- 
cago and other large citits. 

Considering the fset that the GOVERNMENT PXlD about 
six millions snd a quarter in hard dollars last year, and corre- 
sponding turns since tSyff, one would think that renti would 
be nowhere lower than in Washington, D. C. Yet the contrary 
!is the case—rents are nowhere higher. 

I All the benefits of govenunent support and government 
I munificence go to a small crowd of real estate dealers and land 
j owners, while the great mass of the people have only so much 
j more to pay. I have repeatedly heard the claim that a ring of 
I real estate speculators, buikers and corporation magnates abso- 
, lutely own this city—and have ruled it in the past by being able 
jto "influeoce” the district committee of both the house and the 
I senate. 

I Now, I do not know what should be done in this respect 
j other than to give the people of the district the right to vote 
and make them pay thair own taxes. 

I know very well that all the wealthy people will oppose 
[this. They do not care to vote as long as they get the country 
' at large to pay theu taxes for them. But I believe that sooner 
or later the people of the United States will wake up to the 
fact that they are bciaff buncoed out of six or seven million 
dollars every year—I say buncoed, because, except a few land 
owners and shoddy ariatecrate in Washington, nobody is get¬ 
ting any benefit out of 

AH the other ills of the district are more or lesa based upon 
the graft partnership with the. United States government. 

Because, as long ta sdministertng the affairs of the district 
simply means a game of graft, it ia rutural that the rich and 
powerful get m >st of that graft. 

Therefore. Washington is not only exploited by the public 
service corporations—eboot which 1 will have a good deal more 
to say some time later—but k is also a notorious 'set that cer- ] 
tain sections of the city where the working people live are neg¬ 
lected, while the northwest side, where the rich people sre liv¬ 
ing, has most of the improvements.

Some very ugly stories have been told to me about certain 
senators and congressmen of former days, who have reaUted 
enormous fortunes from the increised values of their land hold¬ 
ings—stories which 1 do not ca^e to repeat. 

The taxation and assessment is in line with the general 
scheme. The law requires that land and improvements shall 
be assessed at not less than two-thirds of the actual value.

There are no accurate statistics with 
regard to the children who enter the 
public schools in the rural districts, 
but observation lead' to the conclu¬ 
sion that an even smaller proportion 
complete the high school course.

’’Under Scientific Man¬ 
agement the Worker 
la an Object of Pity/’ 
Says Upton Sinclair— 
“A Subject for Con¬ 
gratulation,” Says 
Taylor 

Through the publication In The 
American Magazine of a series of 
papers on the advantages of scientific 
n.t^nagement, Frederick W. Taylor, its 
originator, has brought down upon his 
head, a heap of criticism from many 
quarters as to its practical value- In 
the June number of this periodical 
L'pton Sinclair taKrs exception to a 
number of claims made by Taylor and 
brings back a quick reply. 

Writes Sinclair: "He tells us how 
workingmen were loading twelve and 
a taif tons ot pig iron and he induced 
them to load forty-seven tons instead. 
They had formerly been getting $1.15; 
he paid them $t.H 5. Thus it appears 
that he gave alntut 61 per cent in¬ 
ert ^ in wages. atVl got jhz per cent 
incr*^sc in work. I *hall not soon for¬ 
get the picture which he gave us of 
the pT>or old laborer who was trying to 
build his pitiful little h<mie after hours, 
and who was induced to give 362 per 
cent more service for 61 per cent 
more pay. 1 wonder how Mr. Taylor 
and his colleagues arrive at the latter 
figure- He tells us just how hy sci¬ 
entific figuring he learned that the 
man could lift forly-seseo pounds of 
pig irt>n. but be does not tell us by 
what scientific figuring he arrived at 
the conclusion that he thould receive 
$i-8s for the work, instead of. let os 
' say. $2 R5.”
